Born September 26, 1609 in Savannah, Georsia, Hie father 
was Virginien by birth, and English by descent, and followed mercan- 
t4lo pursuits through life, Hic mother was of Fronoh origin. Born 
on the dealnd of San Domingo; was educated in Frans, cane to the 
United States in 1600 and died in 1663 at tho age of eigity throe 
years. 


When a chilé he vas brought by his parents to Kentucky 
and resided near Lexington for nearly six years but, in 1816 they 
Tenoved to Augusta, Georgia; and at the age of ten was sent to 
Racon Aondany at Colchester where he was educated. On his return 
hone he entered e chemical labretory in Augusta with a view to the 
stady of medicine, but after threo years vas induced by his friends 
to enter a cotton commission house where he continued until 1659. 


With the tide of emigration he went ‘o Texas but dis- 
satisfied with the prospects of that country he cane to Louisville 
in 1641 and soon after engaged in the book business with James Maxwell. 
After the death of Mr, Maxwell he went into ths pore and provision 
trade in which he actively and successfully engaged until 1503. 


From his earliest years he had deen a hard student and 
being compelled to uss the night for his readiag his sight soon 
Began to fail him and he was foroes about this time to retire en- 
tirely from active business pursuits. 


He was on the staff of Major General Wm. 3/ Montgomery 
and afterward served a5 aldo-de-camp to General Scott in tho Florida 
war. He was reared in the Protestant Episcopal church having been 
{dontified with that donomination throughout his life. In the Masonio 
order he had been especially distinguished being concerned in all the 
ending charities of that organization and especially in the estab= 
Lishment of the Masonic Vidows' and Orphans’ "ome of Louisville; had 
filled important financial positions in the order; has been one of the 
most distingished and trusty workers and is now knight Sommaner 
of the Grand Oross of the legion of Konor; an honor eminently do- 
Served as by fis great devotion to the order in his night work in 
connection to the books and business affairs he maifly lost his 
sight, and now though blind his hands and thoughts are gropinz after 
the sigtoring ond needy, deine evorysnare surroundel py trionds ant 
with the assirance of the presence Of the Great Master who works in 
tho hearts of mon to will end to do.
